Pre Vice, but they defending 
chemſelues braucly, did great hurt with 
their ſhot in the campe of the ſayd Duke.

q butmoſt of them were' killed within the 


ſpace of two dayes by theBauarian horſe : 
- they were in generall ſo well ſtored with 
Dollers and money , that many of them 
thereby were oucrthrowneand periſhed, 
and thoſc that were not {lain by the foul- 
diers, were killed without any mercy or 
commilcration, by the Peaſants. Our city 
and hoſpitals are full of wounded men: 
yelterday 200.0f them that were fled here
